DESCRIPTION  OF  MATERIAL:  observed  several  in-situ  planks  sticking  out  of  bank  approximately  6-18 
inches.  Square  nails  were  observed  in  planks,  two  severely  deteriorated  metal  Civil  War  era  tin  bulls-eye 
canteens,  one  forged  up-right  campfire  iron,  and  a  brass  bugle  (infantry)  hat  badge,  charcoal  and  burned 
earth.

STATE  OR  NATIONAL  REGISTER  ELIGIBILITY:  Main  portion  of  site  is  potentially  eligible  for  Nation 
Register;  Locus  SL-1  is  not  eligible  for  nomination  to  National  Register. 

RECOMMENDATIONS:  Additional  testing  should  be  done  to  determine  horizontal  and  vertical  dimension 
of  site.  Testing  has  only  been  done  in  northern  portion  of  site.  Because  of  the  sporadic  nature  of  the 
deposits,  this  area  should  receive  additional  monitoring  if  more  subsurface  disturbance  is  planned.  No 
further  work  at  Locus  SL-1  is  recommended.

COLLECTIONS 


SURVEY/EXCAVATION  METHOD:  The  site  originally  was  located  during  pedestrian  survey  and  shovel 
testing  of  the  project  area.  Three  transects,  spaced  30  m  (98.4  ft)  apart,  were  placed  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
site;  shovel  tests  were  excavated  at  30  m  (98.4  ft)  intervals  along  each  survey  transect.  Of  the  initial  shovel 
tests  excavated  within  the  site  area,  neither  produced  cultural  material.  During  the  subsequent  site 
delineation  process,  three  additional  shovel  tests  were  excavated  in  and  near  the  site;  each  of  these  shovel 
tests  failed  to  produce  any  cultural  material.  Artifacts  were  observed  only  on  the  site  surface. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  MATERIAL:  A  sample  collection  from  the  surface  scatter  resulted  in  the  recovery  of 
10  artifacts.  Of  the  10  artifacts,  5  are  glass,  4  are  ceramic,  and  1  is  metal.  The  glass  includes:  2  pieces 
of  pressed  amethyst  glass  bottle  fragments,  1  amethyst  bottle  neck  fragment  with  tooled  lip,  1  piece  of 
cobalt  blue  bottle  machine-made  bottle  glass  and  1  piece  of  opaque  white  milk  glass.  The  ceramic  artifacts 
include:  2  pieces  of  domestic  brown  stoneware,  1  piece  of  undecorated  white  ironstone,  and  1  piece  of 
white  porcelain  with  hard  paste.  The  metal  object  consist  of  an  ovoid  shaped  piece  of  plate  iron  with  the 
number  "8"  embossed  on  one  side. 


SITE  EVALUATION 


RESEARCH  POTENTIAL:  The  site  retains  little  research  potential.  The  demolition  and  removal  of  the 
cabin  remains,  and  the  intensive  plowing  of  the  rise  upon  which  the  cabin  sat  have  rendered  the  site 
destroyed.  In  addition,  three  shovel  tests  excavated  within  the  site  boundaries  recovered  no  subsurface 
cultural  materials,  suggesting  the  absence  of  a  buried  culture  bearing  deposit. 

STATE  OR  NATIONAL  REGISTER  ELIGIBILITY:  Not  significant.. 

RECOMMENDATIONS:  No  further  testing  is  recommended.

SS-36  Bourque  Dairy  Milk  Shed  _ 

The  Bourque  Dairy  Milk  Shed  is  one  of  three  support  buildings  of  a  small  dairy  farm  complex.  It  is  a  small 
square  building  with  an  access  door  on  the  west  side  and  windows  on  the  north  and  south  sides.  Its  roof  is  a 

simple  gabled-end  roof  which  is  covered  with  corrugated  galvanized  tin.  The  exterior  of  the  structure  is _ 

clad  with  vertical  board  and  batten  cypress  siding.  The  most  unique  feature  of  this  structure  is  its  foundation  and 

its  design.  The  foundation  is  made  of  concrete  which  is  turned  up  at  the  perimeter  of  the  building  a  height _ 

of  approximately  fifteen  ( 15)  to  eighteen  (18)  inches  upon  which  the  exterior  wall  rest.  The  structure  was  used 
to  store  milk  in  milk  cans  until  they  could  be  trucked  to  market.  The  concrete  floor  was  a  practical  device  due  to 
the  quantity  of  water  used  to  clean  the  floor  of  the  structure  daily.  The  Dairy  Milk  Shed  is  a  good  example  of  the 
type  of  structures  used  by  local  dairy  farmers  in  the  earlv  part  of  the  Twentieth  Century  in  the  Zachary  area. 

This  surveyor  believes  that  these  locally  significant  structure  tv'pes  provide  valuable  information  on  the  early

The  Bourque  Dairy  Bam  is  one  of  three  suppon  buildings  of  a  small  dairy  farm  complex.  The  building  was 
oneinallv  used  as  the  milking  bam  for  several  cows.  Onginallv  it  was  of  the  same  construction  as  the  Dairy 
Milk  Shed  being  of  wood  framed  construction  which  rested  on  an  at  grade  concrete  slab  with  elevated  perimeter 
footings  similar  to  the  Milk  Shed.  The  roof  is  a  simple  gabled-end  roof  design.  The  original  roof  has  been 
replaced  with  modem  fiberglass  shingles.  Originally  the  exterior  of  the  structure  was  clad  with  vertical  board 
and  batten  cypress  boards.  The  unique  foundation  is  made  of  concrete  which  is  turned  up  at  the  perimeter  of  the 
building  a  height  of  approximately  fifteen  ( 15)  to  eighteen  ( 18)  inches  upon  which  the  exterior  wall  rests.  The 
bam  is  now  being  converted  into  a  garage  and  is  in  the  process  receiving  bnck  on  the  exterior  walls.
